Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, a 
society vice president, presented 
preliminary results of the study 
of 126,986 men between the ages 
of 46 and 74 to a Senate Dublic 
works subcommittee Tuesday. 
“ These findings suggest that 
occupational exposure to dust, 
fumes and gases has a greater 
effect (in respect to emphysema) 
upon 
cigarette smokers than 
upon nonsmokers,” Hammond 
said. 
“ To put it another way, the 
combination of the two factors 
appears to have a far greater 
effect than might be expected 
from the effect of each of the 
two alone,” he continued. 
Emphysema is a chronic hing 
disease 
characterized 
by 
shortness of breath, fatigue and 
chronic coughing. The disease 
has been associated with both 
heavy cigarette smoking and air 
pollution. 
A surprising finding in the 
study, Hammond said, is that

System; and 
in 
most cases, only a part of each 
stream would be protected. 
The streams are the Eleven 
Point river; the Gasconade-Big 
Piney-Osage Fork system; North 
Fork and Bryant creek, the 
headwaters of Lake Norfork; the 
N ia n g u a 
r iv e r ; 
the 
S t. 
Francis-Little 
St. 
Francis-Big 
creek system, which feeds Lake 
Wappapello; 
Big 
Sugar 
and 
In d ian 
creeks, 
Elk 
river 
tributaries, Beaver creek, a Bull 
Shoals feeder; the Black river, 
Bull Creek and Swan creek, 
which enter Lake Taneycomo on 
the north shore; the James river; 
a n d 
t h e 
u p p e r 
M eram ec-H uzzah-C ourtois 
system. 
Those rivers were selected by 
the 
W ild 
Rivera 
Advisory 
Committee, a 10-member group 
appointed by the Governor to 
study the rivers and recommend 
a plan to preserve the best of the 
streams that still run free. 
The bill covers the rivers 
themselves and the land within 
sight of the rivers up to an 
eight-mile on either side. It says 
that the land may be obtained in 
four ways: donation, purchase, 
exchange or condemnation. 
Condemnation 
is an ugly 
word to many people. To them, 
it says, “ I want this land and this 
is what you get for it. Get off.” 
That’s not how it is with 
8 42.

Bill Schock of St. Louis, a

committee, put it another way. 
“ This is simply zoning, to keep 
the land bordering the rivers in its 
natural landscape.”

A home on the river would 
not be razed; it would stay. If 
the owner wanted a little more 
room and decided he need to 
add a bedroom, he could. But he 
would not be allowed to build 
more houses. 
A farmer with 60 acres of 
bottom land in com could grow 
corn-or any other crop-as long as 
the river runs.

lobby, led by the National Rifle 
Association, has so frightened a 
great many decent, reasonable 
people 
that they really do 
believe it. 
A staff member of the Senate 
Special Subcommittee that has 
been investigating the need for 
gun controls said this not long 
ago about the people who are so 
afraid 
of 
laws 
to 
regulate 
firearms: "These sportsmen are 
mostly ordinary, decent fellows. 
They have no idea that they 
have been intentionaDy misled 
for someone else’s personal gain, 
and that they are indirectly 
responable for thousands and 
thousands of unnecessary deaths 
and injuries every year. If we 
could only get the truth across 
to them, they’d back us all the 
way.” 
Hie fact is that in spite of aU 
the propaganda by the gun 
lobby the great majority of 
American citizens do want gun - 
control legislation. The Gallup 
Polls have shown for the past 
thirty years that more than 84 
percent of the American people 
favor effective gun controls. In 
January 1967 a Gallup Poll 
showed that 73 percent of all 
Americans would support a law 
requiring registration of all rifles 
and shotguns, and 85 percent 
favored 
a 
law 
requiring 
registration of all 
hamdguns. 
Even a majority of the nation’s 
gun owners favor gun - control 
laws. A Harris Survey has shown 
that 66 percent of the 27 million 
white Americans who own guns 
are in favor of a law requiring all

year showed that 60 percent of 
the nation’s gun owners would 
vote in favor of a law requiring a 
police permit for the purchase of 
any gun.

gun enables the perpetrators to 
k ill on impulse.” The American 
Bar Association supports strong 
gun controls. So does at least 
two thirds of the press, including 
such a highly respected farm 
publication as the 127-year-old 
Prairie Farmer, whose editor 
made a survey covering the 
states of Indiana and Illinois and 
concluded: "I doubt very much 
that the gun lobby speak s for 
the 
Am erican 
people. 
It 
certainly doesn't speak for the 
urban citizen lik e myself. And 
we 
offer 
you 
proof 
from 
peraonsl interview- poUs that- it 
does not speak for midwestem 
farmers.” 
What is the truth about the 
need for gun controls? Here are 
some facts I hope readers will 
examine carefully. 
In the United States there

were 
43,500 
aggravated aauults with firearms 
in 1966 and 55,000 in 1967; 
there were 60,000 robberies 
with firearms in 1966 and over 
71,000 in 1967.

firearms in 1966.) 
How does this compare with 
countries 
that 
require 
gun 
licenang and registration? In 
Great Britain, which has one 
fourth as many people as the 
United States, instead of 6,552 
gun murders in 1966 there were 
30 - about the same number 
that are shot to death in the 
United States every 36 hours. In 
France, a nation of enthusiastic 
hunters with a population one 
fourth our size and 2 million 
hunting 
rifles 
and shotguns 
registered in 1967, there are 
about 500 deaths by shooting 
each year, or 1 per 100,000 
population- leas than a third of 
the rate in America. In Paris and 
its suburbs, with 
5 
million 
people (a little more than the 
population 
of 
Indiana), 
the 
num ber 
of 
homicides 
and 
attem pted 
homicides 
with 
firearms has been going since 
1962. That year it was 145; in 
1966 it was only 76. In Japan, 
with 98 million people, almost 
half as many as the United 
States, there were only 2111 
murders of all k inds in 1967 and 
only 
37 
of 
these 
involved 
firearms. In Holland, which has 
just about 
three 
times 
the 
population of Indiana, the total 
number of gun murders for the 
entire year of 1967 was 15, and 
for a period of three years in the 
early 1960’s there was not a 
single gun murder in all of 
Holland. 
But perhaps somebody may 
argue that the lower rate of gun 
murders in all those countries is 
not really due to their gun - 
control laws but just to the fact 
tha t 
in 
those 
countries 
c ond itions 
are 
somehow 
"different.” All right, let’s look 
closer home. Canada is so close 
and similar to the United States 
that the Canadians sometimes 
wonder whether they aren’t 
little more than the fifty-first 
state. They are a nation of 
outdoorsmen and hunters, and 
they have even more great open 
spaces than we have. But they 
also hcve registration of all 
firearms. 
With 
a population 
about equal to that of Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa, and Kentuck y, 
Canada had a total of 281 
murders of all k inds in the whole 
year 1967. Of these, only 140 
were committed by firearms, or 
an average of .8 per 100,000. 
Your 
chances 
of 
getting 
deliberately shot to death are 
nearly 5 times greater in the 
United States than in Canada, 27 
times greater than in Holland, 29 
times 
greater than in West 
Germany, 60 times greater than 
in England, and 89 times greater 
than in Japan. Why? Are the 
people in all those countries 
more moral than we are? More 
peaceful? More law- abiding? I 
refuse 
to believe it. 
I am 
convinced that the difference 
between us and all the rest of 
the 
civilized 
world 
is very 
simple: we still stubbornly insist 
on being anarchists when it 
comes to the control of firearms, 
and the rest of the civilized 
world has learned better. 
The firearm anarchists lik e to 
claim that the gun control laws 
already passed by some states 
and cities do not really mak e 
any difference. But the facts do 
not support them. The first 
column of figures in the table 
below shows the percentage of 
murders that were committed 
with firearms during the period 
from 1962 to 1965 in each of 
the states named. The second 
column of figures shows the 
overall murder rate per 100,00Cf 
population.

Again let me ask you: are the 
people in Mississippi twice as 
murderous by nature as the 
people in New York ? Are the 
people in Nevada three times as 
murderous as the people in New 
Jersey? Or is it the gun-control 
laws that mak e your chances less 
of getting murdered in New 
York and New Jersey than in 
Mississippi and Nevada? 
Firearms are involved in only 
25 percent of the murders 
committed in New York City, 
which is under the Sullivan Law, 
while in Dallas, Texas, and 
Phoenix, Arizona, which have 
virtually no laws controBing 
firearms, the rate is 72 percent 
and 65.9 percent respectively. 
Moreover, despite what those of 
us who were bom in the country 
or in small towns may lik e to 
think about the wick edness of 
New York City, it has the fifth 
lowest 
assault 
rate 
of 
the 
nation’s ten largest cities, the 
third lowest murder rate, and 
the lowest robbery rate of them 
all. If the rest of the United 
States were lik ewise under the 
SuUivan Law, so that New York 
residents could not get around 
their own state’s gun- control 
law by buying firearms out-of- 
state, the crime rate in New 
York City would very lik ely be 
even lower. 
We 
hear 
a 
great 
deal 
nowadays about crime in the 
cities. My wife and I have just 
returned home after living for 
four 
months 
in 
Washington 
within 
three block s of 
the 
Senate Office Buildings, and we 
k now at first hand how bad 
conditions are in the capital city 
of our nation. But we also k now 
that Washington cannot cope 
with its crime problem by itself. 
Persons with criminal records are 
prevented by law from buying! 
handguns in the District of I 
Columbia. But no District of I 
Columbia 
law 
can 
k eep 
a I 
criminal from going out into the I 
suburbs and buying a gun where I 
the D.C. laws do not operate. [ 
One major gun dealer just acros 
the Maryland line was recently I 
found to be selling 60 percent of 
his 
firearms 
to 
Washington 
residents, and 40 percent of 
these Washington purchasers had [ 
criminal records. 
Neighbors, if you are among I 
those who have been pressuring 
our Congressmen to vote against 
gun controls, then you bear part 
of 
the 
responsibility 
for 
perpetuating the crime in our 
nation’s capital. Washington and 
the other cities cannot control 
their crime with local laws as 
long as the small towns and the 
countryside insist on firearms | 
anarchism. 
Why is it that our country I 
lags behind every other civilized 
nation in laws to regulate traffic 
in firearms? The answer is to be 
found in the hysteria created 
among a minority of otherwise 
reasonable, decent Americans by 
the most powerful lobby in the 
United States, the gun lobby. 
Here is the way this hysteria was 
described in a major Senate 
speech last May by Senator 
T hom a s 
J. 
D od d , 
of 
Connecticut, who in addition to | 
leading 
the 
campaign 
for 
adequate gun controls is also one 
of 
the 
strongest 
anti 
Communists in Congress: 
"Some of the more reck less 
critics of the gun bill have 
charged that it is all a part of a 
Communist plot to disarm the 
American people so that the 
Communists can tak e over and 
im pose 
their 
dictatorship. 
Registration, they say, leads to 
confiscation, and confiscation, 
in turn, mak es a Communist 
tak eover easier. Not only is there 
not a word about ‘confiscation’ 
in the legislation, but to anyone 
who k nows anything about the 
history of Communist tak eovers, 
this argument is the worst k ind 
of nonsense. 
Virtually every 
mountaineer in AB>ania had an 
unregistered 
gun 
before 
the 
Communists took over in their 
country. 
But 
that 
did 
not 
prevent the Communists from 
tak ing over. On the other hand, 
the Swiss are a nation of 
sportsmen and gun lovers who 
for decades now have practiced 
the strictest k ind of registration. 
But registration has not led to 
confiscation - and Switzerland 
rem ains 
one 
of 
the 
most 
s t a n c h 1 y anti-Communist 
countries in Europe . . . If the 
gun lobby were to carry this 
a r gume nt 
to 
its 
logical 
conclusion, the first measure 
they would have to tak e would 
be 
to 
destroy

500 Migrants Helped 
Week ly at New Center 


The Da ily Sta nda rd, Sikesto n, Mo . 
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CAIRO-Some 500 migratory 
farm work ers are being helped 
each week at a new wayside 
center opened with federal funds 
on U.S. highway 51 north, seven 
miles north of this southern 
Illinois city. 
The center, first of its k ind in 
Illinois, is one of 11 set up by 
the 
migrant 
service 
center 
project of Washington, D.G, 
with a $ 600,000 grant from the 
O f f i c e 
of 
E c on om i c 
Opportunity. 
The site was selected because 
it is a main thoroughfare for 


northbound migratory work ers 
from 
M ississippi, 
Georgia, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Texas and 
New Mexico. According to Mrs. 
Geraldine Pang, center manager, 
they are bound for Indiana, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan 
to 
harvest crops and are expected 
to remain in the northern states 
through October. 
Mrs. 
Pang, 
a 
long-time 
work er in the migrant-help field, 
lik es to stand in the doorway of 
her one-story concrete block 
office at the side of the road, 
“So I can see them when they

them.” Attractive orange signs 
depicting a farm work er hauling 
a bask et of produce on his 
shoulder are posted up and 
down the highway from the 
center to catch the eye of bus 
and truck drivers hauling the 
migrants. 
Waiting for 
the 
farm 
work ers, tired and dustry from 
long hours of traveling, are 
portable toilets, a shower, a 
stove and laundry facilities, cots 
for an overnight rest if desired, 
and food, coffee, doughnuts, 
and milk for the children. 
Most of the migrants have 
enough food, Mrs. Pang says, 
“But Fve seen 30 or more 
babies, 
mostly 
Negro, 
with 
portruding pot-bellied stomaches 
from hunger. Most of them are 
from Mississippi. Their legs are 
so thin that children of eight 
resemble children of two years.” 
Mrs. Pang has hopes of installing 
200 cots in the Illinois Migrant 
School, at Cairo, to meet the 
influx expected in the FaO as the 
work ers finish harvesting and 
pick ing 
and 
begin 
their 
southward journey home. She is 
also hard at work fitting out a 


camper trailer at the site. Mrs. 
Pang 
says 
she 
has 
ask ed 
Washington to mak e available 
surplus food, to be stored at the 
center, 
for 
hungry 
migrant 
families. “ It is iron,” she says, 
"that these people who work so 
hard to put food on the tables of 
the nation don’t earn enough to 
deep their children from the 
verge of starvation.” 
In assition to surplus food, 
she says that supplies of vitamins 
and cod liver oil for children and 
babies, respectively, would be 
appreciated. 
"The 
migratory 
farm work er is no beggar,” she 
says. "He is doing the hardest, 
d irtiest 
work 
in 
American 
society. Often, his children are 
with him toiling in the fields, 
but he has little, or nothing, to 
show for it at the end of the 
day.” 
About 
half 
the 
work ers 
coming through are Negro and 
half Mexican-American, she says. 
Mrs. 
Pang is assisted by a 
four-member staff.

Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, a 
society vice president, presented 
preliminary results of the study 
of 126.986 men between the ages 
of 45 and 74 to a Senate uublic 
works subcom mittee Tuesday. 
“These findings suggest that 
occupational exposure to dust, 
fumes and gases has a greater 
effect (in respect to emphysema) 
upon 
cigarette 
smokers 
than 
upon nonsm okers,” Hammond 
said. 
“ To put it another way, the 
combination of the two factors 
appears to have a far greater 
effect than might be expected 
from the effect of each of the 
two alone,” he continued. 
Emphysema is a chronic lung 
d i s e a s e 
c h a r a c t e r i z e d 
by 
shortness of breath, fatigue and 
chronic coughing. The disease 
has been associated with both 
heavy cigarette smoking and air 
pollution. 
A surprising finding in the 
study, Hammond said, is that

But perhaps somebody may 
argue that the lower rate of gun 
murders in all those countries is 
not really due to their gun - 
control laws but just to the fact

All right, let’s look 
closer home. Canada is so close 
and similar to the United States 
that the Canadians sometimes 
wonder 
whether

outdoorsmen and hunters, and 
they have even more great open 
spaces than we have. But they 
also 
hr ve

simple: we still stubbornly insist

The firearm anarchists like to 
claim that the gun control laws 
already passed by some states 
and cities do not really make 
any difference. But the facts do
